is now permanently locked up in the Rylands Library at Manchester. 
Further, as at ei'ery auction sale Public Institutions, and Libraries are 
filing up their lacuna' bg purchasing a large percentage of the MSS. offered, 
a time is fast approaching, if indeed it has not already arrived, when it will 
l* impossible to acquire even a mediocre manuscript. The collection which 
l now offer is the finest in the market, and so far as I can foresee, the only 
important one likely to be offered for sale for some years.

The Lessons are from the Gospels, the Epistles, and the Old 
Testament, and run through the whole Temporale, including the great 
feasts, the Dominical and ferial, and the sanctoral divisions of the 
later Missal, with some of the Commune intitulations at the end. A 
few leaves are wanting at beginning and end, but not very much, as 
the first leaf of the book has the Circumcision lessons (Jan. 1) and the 
curriculum extends to the fourth Suqday of Advent. It is evident 
that the year began on the 25 December, and ended on the 24th, 
for the men who had to do with this early Lectionary. The hand¬ 
writing seems to be that of North Eastern France. It is very clear 
and bold, and the words are distinctly spaced. There are no letters 
that rise very high above the general level, but there are frequent 
instances of & thus written as a diphthong.—There are no quire- 
signatures, nor any catchwords. 

There is no allusion in the headings to Trinity Sunday or Corpus 
Christi, in the place in which they are usually found, but there is 
a “ Dominica de Sancta Trinitate ” between the fifth Sunday before the 
Nativity and the first Sunday of Advent.

A grand book of. the eleventh century, which was formerly in 
Libri’s bands and considered by him to be the work of Irish monks in 
the tenth centnry. His conjecture was based probably on the inter¬ 
laced patterns of the large initials, and perhaps also on the frequency 
with which the word et is written in the form of the numeral 7; but it 
cannot be sustained. The MS. appears to be North Italian work of the 
second half of the eleventh century, and was not improbably written at 
Bobbio. There are six verses at the end of the Origen (somewhat later 
than the book itself) which indicate that a certain Leo Judex presented 
the volume to a house of monks soon after 1100. They begin thus—

The last five leaves, which 
are additional, and contain various prayers and a litany, are in a 
German Gothic of the fifteenth century. The names of confessors in 
the litany include Emund, Bernhard, and Rupert. 

There is some writing in German inside the first cover, but it is 
almost illegible. There is little more to be traced than the words 
“ Kunegundis 99 and “ gelert.” 

The original 93 leaves of the book are in eleven quires, of which 
the third and the seventh are marked iii and vii at the bottom of the 
last page of the quire, and xi is marked at the bottom of the first page 
of its quire. Quires 8, 9, and 10 have ten leaves each, 1-7 are in 
eights, and of 11 there ai*e seven leaves left out of eight. The first of 
the five modern leaves supplies this defect, and the other four are 
a new sheet.

In regularity and beauty of form, it would bo difficult to match 
the writing of this volume. Unfortunately some of the pages have 
been cut, and the Book of Daniel is left incomplete. The book is, 
however, large, sound and fine in condition, and a valid testimony to 
tli© fact that in calligraphy, England stood before the rest of the world 
m the twelfth century.

It 
had previously belonged to Clement Burdett, and had cost him 
$1. 10* id, according to his memorandum on the first page of 
Book VII. It does not bear the name of James Bowen (abont 1740) 
but from the binding wo know that it belonged to him, along with 
other books from Reading Abbey. Finally it passed into the hands of 
Sir Thomas Phillipps.

No 1 is a roundel 6i inches in diameter. An inner circle or wheel 
with gold umbo and spokes is turned by a king, crowned and with long 
grey hair, who sits behind it. In the space between the rim of the wheel 
and the outer rim of the roundel there are twenty-four compartments 
enclosing thirty-six figures on gold backgrounds, all of biblical 
character or suggestiveness. 

No. 2 is a rectangular figure (8 inches by 5) with six medallions at 
the corners and sides. In the interior are two large ovals, one con¬ 
taining Christ seated in glory, and the other David playing the harp. 

Both figures have red or chestnut hair. The four upper medallions 
have the symbols of the Evangelists. In the two lowest are a musician 
playing the viol, and David playing the harp. In all cases, the hair is 
red, and the background gold. 

No. 3 a rectangular figure (7£ x 4| inches) with six internal 
medallions, and six smaller ones in the border. They all represent 
Scriptural scenes or texts on gold grounds, and in all the hair of the 
figures is dark red. 

No. 4 a rectangular figure (7 x 4J inches) representing the stem 
of Jesse with 9 internal medallions of the subject; and having four 
smaller ones at the comers which exhibit players on musical instruments. 

Above the form of the sleeping Jesse, the first words of the Psalms are 
written in white in the characters which printers call Lombard uncials. 

All the figures are red-headed except Jesse whose hair is black. 

No. 5 a rectangular design (8 x 4f inches) in nine medallions 
representing the Last Judgment. The various sections comprise about 
seventy figures mostly of red-haired person}, male and female. The 
lowest section gives the mouth of Hell and is on a dark ground. The 
others hors gold grounds. 
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No. 6 a rectangular design (8 x 4J inches) is a continuation of the 
last, and shews in the upper half Heaven on a gold ground, and in the 
lower Hell on a black ground. There are over sixty figures in the two 
places. Three medallions at the top represent virtues, three at the 
bottom vices. 

It would be fruitless to expect to find another set of thirteenth- 
century pictures, as delicate, as fine, and as beautiful as these. They 
were all done by one artist. The head of the art department of the 
Berlin Museum considers them as Spanish work; the cataloguer of 
the Ashburnham collection as North French or English ; the beauty 
of the drawing and the fondness for red hair seem rather to point 
towards Provence.

A very rare MS. Ibn Serapion has been considered the first 
Arabic writer upon medical science. His Breviarium has had a great 
reputation ever since it was written about a thousand years ago, but it 
is never seen now. It was in the twelfth century that Gerardus of 
Carmona (in Spain) translated it from Arabic into Latin. 

The artistic work on the first page of text is fine and picturesque.

Vinsauf was an Englishman and served as an agent between 
Bichard Coear de Lion and the Pope.

With about 500 emblazoned escutcheons painted on the lower 
margins throughout the hook, which give to the MS. the character of 
ONE OF THE EABLIEST ENGLISH ARMOBIALS IN EXISTENCE. Among them is 
the bearing of Bruton Abbey, in which it is to be conjectured that tho 
MS. was written. The proof that the book was in the possession of 
Edward Courtenay, Earl of Devonshire (who died in 1418), or of some 
one intimately connected with him, is to be derived from a list, 
in French, of Advowsons in Somersetshire, “ q sonnt en lez mains 
Mon Sr le C le D ”, written on the second last leaf in a hand of about 
the year 1400.

Probably illustrated by one of the artists who worked for the Duo 
de Berry. The drawing is marvellously able and skilful, and 
altogether in grisaille except for occasional slight dashes of reddish 
colour, as for instance over some of the faces. It would be impossible 
to find a set of drawings of the time executed with more freedom and 
grace, or more typical of the best French work of the late part of the 
fourteenth century. Fine illustrations of this kind are seldom to be 
met with. 


The work itself is as a text extremely rare, all the known copies 
being apparently imperfect. The author seems to have been one of 
the earliest of the trouveres, Guillaume Herman or Hermant, who was 
born at Valenciennes towards the year 1100, and who seems to havo 
always written in North French or Roumans. The following are 
descriptions of a few of the miniatures :— 

Page 9. Jacob is received by Pharaoh. The venerable old man, half¬ 
kneeling and supported from behind by one of his sons, is apparently 
about to kiss the king's hand. Behind the king, who is seated, are 
some courtiers, and following behind Jacob are his sons. 

p. 23. Moses and Aaron cast their rods before Pharaoh, and they 
become serpents. 

pp. 24-27. On these pages are illustrated the other miracles which they 
perform. 

p. 29. Moses and his people are marching through the divided waters of 
the Red Sea. Moses, who is in front, has a staff in his right hand 
and behind him follow six others, two of whom are children and one a 
woman carrying a basket upon her head. 

P • 33. Battle between the forces of Moses and Amalek. All are in 
armour and carry swords and shields. 

P* 38. David on a cushion is playing the harp before Saul who is seated 
on his throne. 

P- 39. David and Goliath. David has just slung a stone at the giant 
whose face is streaming with blood. The giant is armed with a spear 
and sword, but David has only a sling attached to a staff, which he is 
wielding with both hands. In the next miniature David is shown 
cutting off the giant's head. 

P- 40. Coronation of David. On the right the high-priest is placing the 
crown, on the king's held; on the left, another priest is handing the 
sceptre to him. 

P- ^4. Solomon does penance for his sin of idolatry. He is naked except 
for a loin-cloth and is being scourged by four men.

p. 52. An angel appears to Zacbarias who has on a bishop’s mitre and is 
in a kneeling position, swinging a censer before the altar. 

p. 55. The Annunciation. The Virgin, a prayer-book in front of her, is 
kneeling before an altar. The angel Gabriel is flying from heaven 
towards her. 

p . 57. The Nativity. The Virgin, propped up by a pillow in bed, is 
suckling her infant which is in swaddling clothes. At the foot of the 
bed is Joseph, who is sitting on a chair, his hands leaning on a staff. 

p. 58. The Circumcision. The operation is being performed on a tablo 
supported by trestles. Three men are present besides the Virgin and 
another woman. 

p. 60. The visit of the three Wise Men of the East. They are all 
crowned, and the foremost one is offering his gifts to the infant Jesus 
who, clasped in his mother’s arms, is stretching out his hands to 
receive them. Another miniature cn the same page shows the angel 
appearing in their sleep to the wise men, who, with crowns on their 
heads, are sleeping together in one bed. 

p . 63. Baptism of Christ. He is naked and standing up to his waist in 
the river Jordan, while John the Baptist is anointing his head. An 
angel is carrying his garments. 

p. 65. The imprisonment of John the Baptist. A gaoler, whose keys are 
hanging from the end of a staff which he carries in his right hand, is 
imprisoning him in a tower. 

pp. 67-68. The Temptation of Christ, depicted in three miniatures. The 
first shows the devil holding a stone in his right hand and inviting 
Christ, who grasps a bible in his left hand, to prove his divinity by 
commanding the stone to be made bread. In the second Christ is 
seated on a pinnacle of the Temple (here represented as a building of 
the size of a small cottage) and is tempted to throw-himself down by 
the devil who is standing on the ground. In the third the devil is 
showing Christ, who is seated on top of a mountain, the kingdoms of 
the world, here represented by five buildings. The Evil One is repre¬ 
sented as a black dwarfish figure with horns, a tail, and fingers and 
toes like claws. 

p. 70. Christ appoints Peter the head of his Church on earth 
{Math. xvi. 18). Peter, represented as a monk, stands, with Christ 
behind him, before an altar above which is suspended a papal tiara. 

p. 85. Death of the Virgin Mary. Her body is outstretched on a bed, 
while her soul, represented as a naked woman, is being taken up to 
Heaven in a sheet by two angels.

A fine old English Manuscript, on Vellum, of the beginning of 
the XVth Century, presenting a valuable text of the Poet who ranks 
next in importance to Chaucer in Early English Literature. The 
present MS. contains the earlier recension of the work, which came out 
in the time of Richard the .Second, and comprises the complimentary 
verses concerning Chaucer, which for some reason were omitted in the 
second issue, dedicated to Henry of Lancaster, when Gower cancelled 
his eulogy on King Richard. 

Near the end, when Venus is dismissing Gower, she addresses him 
thus (I have substituted th for the thorn letter) : — 

And grete wel Chaucer whan mete 
As my dissiple and my poyete 
Ffor in the floures of his zouthe 
In sondry wise as he wel couthe 
Of ditees and of songes glade 
The which he for my sake made 
The lond fnlfilde is oural 
Wherfore to kym in special 
Aboue all othre I am most holde 
Fforthi now in his dayes olde 
Thou shalt hym telle this message 
That he upon his latter age 
To sett an ende of al his werk 
As he which is myn owne clerke 
Do make his testament of loue 
As thou hast do thi shrifte aboue 
So that my courth it may recorde . . 

It is a perfect copy of the book, in which at the beginning Gower 
describes his meeting in a barge on the Thames with the young King 
Richard who asked him to write a book. All this matter and his 
frequent allusions to his love for that King were omitted or substituted 
in the issue brought out between 1399 and 1402. 

The variations of the second recension begin on line 24, where 
the words “A book for King Richard’s sake” were altered to “a book 
for England’s sake.” 

The rarity of Gower’s first issue of the Confessio may be estimated 
from the circumstance that the editor of the 1532 edition found only 
one MS. of it, as compared with several of the second issue.

Saint Edmund Pountney, mentioned above, was Edmund Rich, 

Archbishop of Canterbury in Henry Ill’s time, but he is not likely to 
have been the author of the sermon attributed to him. 

The MS. belonged, in Henry VIPs time, to someone who has filled 
the blank page, 68, with an amusing letter to his parents, as follows:— 

“ Ryght welbelouede father and mother—I haue me recomended 
vnto yow dessyereing youe to sonde me yowre dayly blessyng ye wyshe 
is batter to me then all ye worldley goodes I praye youe to send me 
a grote for to paye my quarterage C ” “ I pray you to send me a payer 
of shoues and sones and I praye yow to send me a cape and a gerdelle 
and I pray yow to send me a purese.” 

The name of John Baker and John Wood, written in the sixteenth 
century, are both found in the book.

For richness of colouring, delicacy of execution, and the general 
artistic beauty which the larger miniatures display, there are few 
French MSS. which can pretend to surpass this. 

Each of the large miniatures {see description below) is within inner 
and outer painted and illuminated borders, and there are many large 
and small ornamental initials with marginal decorations. On the 
first leaf and in other places are the arms of Baraton de Champdire, 
viz. quarterly of Baraton and with an inescutcheon of St. 

Simon (?). At the end of vol. I, is a large shield of eight quarters, 
viz. i. St. Germain (?), ii. Anjou, iii. Bretagne, iv. , v. Nesle, 

vi. Harcourt, vii. Estouteville, viii. Montmorency; over all an 
inescutcheon of Bourbon. The initials A. S. and S. A. with various 
devices and mottoes occur on painted scrolls in the borders. This 
MS. was formerly in the La VaJlifcre collection, No. 4601, afterwards 
Count MacCarthy’s, No. 3945. 

Paulin Paris has written of Jehan de Courcy, the author of this 
splendid chronicle, in the following eulogistic terms: “ . . . un vieux 
guerrier se consolant de ne pouvoir combattre pas de s^rieuses etudes 
historiques, tandis que la France enti&re etoit en proie aux discord es 
civiles, ce guerrier, dis-je, forme un glorieux contraste avec le tableau 
des passions, des ambitions et.des calamites contemporaines. Nos 
vieilles families fran^ises sont toutes assez f^condes en pourfendeurs 
d’ennemis, en courtisans de rois, en possesseurs de grands domaines, 
mais toutes ne r6unissent pas a la gloire des armes ceile des lettres qui 
laisse pourtant derriere elle les souvenirs les plus ineffarables.”— 

Of the facts of his life we know but little. He belonged to one of 
the most ancient families of Normandy, was born at Falaise, became 
squire in 1399, and was a knight in 1416, as he tells us in the prologue 
to his chronicle, which he commenced in that year and finished in 1422. 

He died at Caudebeo sur Seine, 1431. The name Bourcachardiere is 
derived from Achard, a village in the Seigneurie of Rouen, which 
belonged to the Courcy family. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE LARGE MINIATURES. 

Vol. I. pag e 5, In two compartments. The upper one shows Noah and 
his family coming out of the Ark, which is represented as a house with 
sloping roofs and many windows, built on a vessel of very broad 
beam. At the windows are seen heads of animals. Birds are flying 
ln the sky, and cattle and other animals are grazing. On the right, 
several men are occupied in building a city. In the lower compart- 
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ment, two kings with their forces, all of whom are in armour and some 
mounted on horses, are engaged in battle. One of the forces, which 
has for its standard a gold griffin worked on a red ground, has sallied 
forth from a town, which is situated on the left and contains a 
cathedral and many other fine buildings. In the background are the 
tents of the attacking force, with a mortar and 6ome cannon. Behind 
the tents is a river with two ships. 

p. 171. The Meeting of King Priam of Troy and Helen. The king, 
a venerable old man with white hair and beard, is clothed in a golden 
robe with wide yellow-red sleeves. On his shoulders he has a brown 
cape, and his head is covered with a crimson cap surmounted by 
a crown. He is mounted on an iron-grey horse, which has blue 
harness from which hang golden tassels. By his side are two ecclesi¬ 
astics on mnles, one clad in a red robe with a grey cap, the other in 
green with a yellow cap. Behind them follow a retinue of richly 
dressed men on foot and five mounted heralds who are sounding their 
trumpets. Helen, who is riding a richly-caparisoned white palfrey, 
is clothed in a golden gown; on her head she has a yellow jewelled 
turban surmonnted by a blue hennin (or steeple head-dress) covered 
with fine lawn or muslin reaching beyond her waist. By her side ride 
two ladies of high rank, almost as richly attired as she is. These and 
another who rides behind them afford instances of the curious 
fashion, which was in vogue in France during the fifteenth century, 
of the hair being entirely concealed by the head-dresses, with 
the exception of a single lock which formed a loop on the forehead. 
Following the queen are mounted men, foot soldiers, and trumpeters. 

Iu the immediate foreground is a man with a spear or pike, a hound, 
and a boy. In the background is a splendid example of castellated 
architecture, beyond which is a perspective view of Troy ; and across 
a river, on which a ship is riding at anchor, is seen a lofty tower; 
around it are strewn the bodies of the Greek and Trojan slain. 

p. 271. This miniature gives four scenes representing the building of 
towns by the Trojans. On the walls are seen bricklayers and other 
artificers at work, and on the ground masons are hewing and carving 
stone. In all the scenes, one or more workmen are shown doing 
obeisance to, or receiving instructions from, a king (in one case a 
queen) who is attended by a retinue. 

Yol. II. page 1. The Building of the Tower of Babel. Iu the foreground 
is Nimrod represented as a bearded giant clad in gold armour. On 
his head is a conical-shaped helmet with plumes; and he is armed 
with a sword, and a halbert which he is grasping with his right hand. 

He is looking at something in the distance, shading his eyes from the 
sun with his left hand. On the right is the partially-built Tower of 
Babel, already very much larger than any of the buildings of the fine 
city (Babylon) to be seen on the left. Around the tower are several 
men at work : one is wheeling a barrow loaded with stone, another is 
mixing mortar, and two others are turning a large wheel which controls 
a rope carrying building materials to the top of the tower. Here three 
angels with swords are driving away the workmen, some of whom are 
seen falling headlong to the ground. Behind the angels is a figure of 
the Deity in the midst of an orb of light. 

p. 105. Fortune distributing her gifts. In an entrance hall with tiled 
flooring and a vaulted roof, Fortune, represented as a lady in a green 
dress, holds upright with her left hand a large wheel, on the top of 
which is sitting a king in a crimson robe with an ermine cape; he 
grasps in his hands an orb and a sceptre. Another king, attired in an 
exactly similar manner, has been thrown off by the wheel. (This, of 
course, is symbolical of the rise and fall of kings). A queen in a golden 
gown and green bodice, with a steeple head-dress, is sitting on 
a canopied throne, opposite Fortune. She is watching three men who 
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have evidently been poisoned by two others, one of whom holds in his 
band a jug, the other a goblet. One of the poisoned men is lying dead 
on the floor and the two others are in the act of falling. On the right 
of the queen, separated from her by a partition, seven men are also 
looking on at the scene. 

p. 202. The siege of Jerusalem by Antiochus Epiphanes, king of Syria. 

The king is clad in golden armour, his helmet surmounted by a crown. 

He is armed with a sword and a battleaxe, and is standing with 
several of his officers before his tent, the material of which is of 
a crimson colour outside and green inside. Jerusalem is represented 
as a mediceval city containing many fine buildings with lofty spires. 

The roofs are blue and on one is painted the word ihrlm . Artillery 
(a mortar and two guns on stationary wooden structures, and several 
cannon on wheels) have been used to bombard the walls. The Syrian 
forces are variously engaged : some of the men are mounting the walls 
by means of ladders, a number of archers meanwhile affording them 
protection by shooting over their heads; others have effected an 
entrance and are pouring into the city; and, on the left, in the distance, 
is a force of cavalry, apparently posted to cut off fugitives. Beyond 
the city is a hill (Calvary) with corpses hanging on gibbets and crosses. 

The smaller miniatures are not of such delicate execution and were 
evidently painted by another artist at a slightly later period. They 
depict the Betrayal of Christ; the Scourging; the Crowning with 
Thorns; the Trial before Pilate; the Bearing of the Cross; the 
Crucifixion; the Descent from the Cross; the Descent into Hell and 
the Ascension.

MSS. of the York Liturgy are of extraordinary rarity. The 
present codex has its Calendar misplaced in the middle of the book, a 
leaf or two is missing at the beginning of the Temporale and at the 
end of the book; but, such as it is, there are few libraries, public or 
private, which can exhibit another like it. 

The text is divided thus: I Temporale; II Psalterium with 
Litany, etc.; III Sanciorale with the Commune complement; and is 
for the whole year. The special offices of York use, including SS. 

William, Wilfrid, Everild, Hilda, Aidan, Bede, are given at large with 
a great quantity of rubrication. A memorandum added in the 
Calendar for September runs thus: “ Obit Thome Savage Archiepi 
Ebor’ q* obiit iiiito nonas Septembris—cui’ ale ppicietur Dens ”. Arch¬ 
bishop Savage died in 1507, and tho memorandum was evidently 
added by a contemporary York hand in that year. The same hand 
added S. Cedd’s name at March 2. 

An inscription on the first leaf is u Bibliothec© Ivesian© 1772.”

The large miniature on the first page, which is very artistically 
executed, represents the author in a scriptorium lecturing to an 
audience of seven people, one of whom is a woman. 

Gni or Guidon de Chauliac was a famous French surgeon, who 
lived during the latter half of the fourteenth century. He has been 
called the ‘ reformer of surgery * for he restored and improved upon 
the methods of the Greeks and Arabs, which had long remained in 
abeyance. “II n’y a pas encore cents ans” says Lorry (in the 
Memoires d'Astruc) “que les livres de Gui de Chauliac etaient les 
livres classiques des chirurgiens; ces livres etaient leur guide, et, par 
analogic a son nom, ils l’appelaient leur Guidon. En effet, sa pratique 
industrieuse 6claircit les precedes obscurs des anciens, en ajoute de 
nouveaux, et les confirme par des observations et par des principes surs.

Below is a short description of each 
of the miniatures. 

Vol. 1. 

1. page 1. Adam and Eve are seen seated on a slope, naked, in the Garden 
of Eden. They are being addressed by the Deity, who is clad in 
a white robe, and holds a spade in his left hand. In the background 
is the sea, with land in tho distance. This magnificent miniature 
occupies more than half the page . 

2. p . 8. Noah and his family coming out of the Ark after the flood. 

3. p. 13. The building of the Tower of Babel. 

4. p. 21. Battle between king Ninas and the Babylonians. Some of 
the combatants, who number eleven, are clad in armour; they are 
armed with clubs and bows and arrows. 

5. p. 32. Destruction of the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah. Brimstone 
and fire are seen descending on the cities before the walls of which two 
angels are standing. 

6. p. 40. Abraham, sword in hand, is prevented by an angel from 
sacrificing Isaac. The scene takes place in a building. On the left of 
the picture is an altar on which is piled up wood for burning the 
sacrifice. 

7. p. 69. Sale of Joseph by his brethren to the Ishmaelites. 

8. p. 99. The exposure of (Edipus, infant son of Laius king of Thebes, 
in the wilderness. Two servants are hanging the child by his feet to 
a tree. 

9. p. 102. Meeting of CEdipus and the Sphinx. (Edipus is on horse¬ 
back, and the monster, half woman and half lion, is represented at the 
entrance of a cave. 

10. p. 122. A tiger is being killed by five men armed with spears, 
outside the walls of Thebes. 

11. p. 126. Capture of Thebes. Six men are storming the city, three 
of them mounting ladders placed against the walls. Three defenders 
are repolling them. 

12. p. 132. Fight between Hercules and a giant. Hercules has the 
giant clasped about the middle and is about to throw him. On the 
right of the scene is a hill and on the left some trees. 

13. p. 137. Queen Helen of Troy is seen attended by a man-at-arms and 
three other figures, one of whom is a woman. All are clad in the cos¬ 
tume of the time the miniatures were executed (as are all the figures 
of the miniatures), and the queen is crowned. The apartment in 
which they are is supported by columns and the floor is tiled. On the 
left is a tomb, painted green, above which is a niche containing the 
figure of a woman in gold. 

14. p. 141. Seven Greeks in a sailing ship are about to land outside the 
walls of Troy. On the rocks, waiting to repel them, are three Trojans, 
armed with spears. In the distance, two more vessels are approaching. 

15. p. 145. A knight is engaged in a fight with three others, who, like 
himself, are mounted and clad in armoar. Two of his opponents he 
has already placed hors de combat . 

If. p. 152. Achilles iB lying severely wounded on the floor of a temple 
in which he has sought refuge. An archer is about to let fly an arrow 
at him, and another soldier is preparing to cut off his head with a two- 
handed sword. Besides these there are four other figures. On the 
left is an altarJwith figures of saints. 

!?• p. 157. Destruction and burning of Troy. 

*8. p. 183 . Battle between -Eneas and Turnus. All the combatants 

arc clad in armour. 

19- p. 185. Duel between -Eneas and Turnus. Both are in full 
armour. Their followers are grouped behind them. 
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20. p. 213. Defeat of the Samnites by Fabias Maximus (Gurges). All 
the combatants are clad in armour and mounted on horses. 

21. p . 215. Harpagus on horseback giving the infant Cyrus to the 
shepherd, whose sheep are grazing near by. Behind is a grove of tall 
trees, at the side of which is the shepherd’s hut. 

22. p . 227. Judith in the act of cutting off the head of Holofernes who 
is sleeping in his tent. Behind are other tents and the town of 
Bethulia. 

23. p. 257. Alexander driving the forces of Darius across the 
Euphrates. 

24. p. 293. Defeat of the Roman fleet under L. Cornelius in the 
harbour of Tarentam b.c. 302. A Roman vessel is sinking and its 
crew, struggling in the water, are pushed under by the spears of the 
Tarentines. The wreckage of other vessels is strewn around. Behind 
is a view of Tarentum. 

25. p. 299. Battle between the Carthaginians and the Romans. All 
are clad in armour. 

26. p. 334. Battle between Philip of Macedonia and the Romans. 
Behind is a walled town. 

27. p. 346. The meeting of two armed forces, one of which is issuing 
from a pass between two hills. 

•28. p. 348. Destruction of Carthage. Hasdrnbal’s wife, who is clad in 
golden vestments with a crown on her head, has killed her two 
children in sight of Scipio and his men, and flung their bodies into 
the flames of a burning temple, herself following them. Lying around 
are the bodies of the slain and behind is tho city in flames. 

29. p. 369. Aristonicus of Pergamum marching with a mounted force 
against the Romans. 

30. p. 373. Rebuilding of Carthage. In the foreground are three men, 
two of whom are engaged in conversation. Behind is the city with 
three men occupied in rebuilding the walls. 

31. p. 385. Battle between the Romans and the Tungri. The Romans, 
having captured a fortress guarding a bridge across a river, are 
crossing and attacking their opponents. 

32. p. 392. Within a house two men and a woman are seated at table ; 
they are partaking of a meal. Without are three men gazing on one 
of many large fires.

1- Page 1. A Meeting of the Roman Senate. The senators, who 
number twenty-one, are standing in groups conversing. The senate- 
house consists of a large apartment approached by three broad steps 
and a smaller one leading out of it.

The third, in two sections, 
represents a Chronicler and one of Charles the Great’s battles. The 
fourth, the three sons of Louis le Debonnaire. The fifth, daughter of 
Northmen by Louis le Begue. The sixth, in two sections, represents 
the baptism and the accession of Saint Louis. The seventh, also in 
two sections, represents the accession of Philippe le Bdl and the 
funeral mass of Saint Louis. Five of these Miniatures are 7 x 7J 
inches ; two of them are smaller.
